Holley introduces bills to protect 
state from outside dumping 


The concern that the State of Al- 
abama may one day become the 
"dumping ground" for the nation's 
hazardous and solid waste is a top 
priority for Coffee County Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley. 

In a move to prevent continued 
dumping of out-of-state waste, Rep. 
Holley has introduced a trio of bills 
that would place restrictions on the 
amounts and types of waste accept- 


"I believe that other states 
should be willing to take care of 
their own waste and Ict us take care 
of ours," declared Rep. Holley this 
week before heading back to the 
capital for the continuing legisla- 


‘tive session. "Alabama docs not 


need to become a burial site for 
houschold and industrial waste from 
across the nation and these bills 
will go a long way in fighting that 
battle.” 

One bill, which Holley intro- 
duced upon request by Gov, Hunt, 
would set a cap on tonage of waste 
accepted each year at Emelle. 

"The cap would be 400,000 tons 
per year," explained Holley, “and 
would then have a reduction of five- 
percent annually down to a yearly 
total of 200,000 tons. This should 
discourage the importation of haz- 
ardous waste into the state!” 

Holley reported that last year a 
total of 80,000 tons of hazardous 
waste was dumped at Emelle that 
came from Alabama, while the re- 
mainder of the 600,000 tons 
dumped came from out of state. 

A second bill, drafted by Attor- 
ney General Don Siegelman, states 
that a hazardous waste site in the 
state cannot accept hazardous waste 
from any state that prohibits dispo- 
sal of hazardous waste in its own 
State. 

"In connection with this bill,” 
said Holley, "an attempt is being 
made to bring together the states in 
Region 4 as well as the states of 
Louisiana and Arkansas to work out 
a regional compact that would ro- 
tate the disposal of waste annually 
among the states involved. This 
would cut back on the amounts 
dumped and rotate the dumping.” 

Holley stated the bills had been 
heard by a Judiciary Committee 
twice and was optimistic that some 
portions of the bills would pass. 

In a related matter. Rep. Holley 
introduced a bill that would place a 
moratorium on approving sites for 
new solid waste facilities. 

"Many states are near their ca- 
pacity as far as landfill disposal is 
concerned,” said Holley, "and they 
are beginning to look for alternate 


sites in the southeast United States. 
With the improvements to the Ten- 
nessee-Tombigbee Waterway, some 
companies are exploring the possi- 
bility of operating landfills along 
the waterway, allowing the waste to 
be shipped on the waterway and 
then dumped into the landfills.” 

"This bill would help keep the 
out-of-state solid waste out of Ala- 
bama."

James Gibbs, age 25, of Elba is among several men missing follow- 
ing the explosion and fires aboard two offshore drilling platforms in the 


Gulf of Mexico on Sunday night. 


Gibbs' wife Shannon and 2 year old son Ryan live in Elba, as does his 
father Dougas. A brother, Billy Gibbs, also works for the same firm, At- 


lantic Richfield Oil Co. 


Douglas Gibbs said Tuesday morning that they had been told James 
definitely jumped from the rig with a co-worker but they still have no re- 
port on him being picked up by anyone. There are many shrimp boats in 
the area and if one of them picked up a survivor, it would be unknown un- 
til they returned to port from their fishing trip, the father said he had been 
told. Mr. Gibbs explained they were telling the family very little at this 
point but that James has definitely been listed as one of the missing. 

He also added that son Billy was due in today (Tuesday) from his posi- 
tion as a supervisor in an Alaskan operation and an airplane was wailing to 


fly him to Louisiana. 
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New Brockton council approves rules 
for Monday night town meeting 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, March 20, at 
City Hall and adopted the rules for 
the town mecting set for March 27 
at the Senior Citizens Center, 

The town meeting, an idea of 
councilman Charles Cole, will be 
held on Monday night, March 27, 
at the Senior Citizens Center in 
New Brockton at 7:00 p.m. and the 
purpose of the meeting will be to 
give all citizens the opportunity to 
voice their opinions concerning the 
city and its future. 

According to the rules adopted at 
Monday night's meeting, cach citi- 
zen will have three-minutes to 
-speak, a discussion on a particular 
subject must be completed before 
another subject will be addressed, 
refusal to abide by the rules will re- 
sult in that person being asked to 
leave and no discussion will be al- 
lowed concerning the good name or 
character of any individual. 

The council urged everyone to 
attend the meeting and take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to voice 
their opinions in public. 

After the routine opening of the 
meeting and the invocation, coun- 
cilman Cole requested the minutes 
be amended to correctly report a 
statement he had made at the previ- 
ous meeting. ; 

Cole stated that in the minutes it 
was stated that he said he would not 
support the employment of police 
officer Gilbert unless the officer im- 
mediately attended the police acade- 
my, while the minutes should have 
read that Cole didn't support the 
employment of the officer because 
the officer had already had the 
chance to attend the academy and 
failed to go, 

The amended minutes were ap- 
proved. 

A representative of a firm spe- 
cializing in applying for federal 
grants was at the meeting and told 
the council that he felt the city 
could be successful in making ap- 
plications.

The speaker discussed the meth- 
od of applying for Community De- 
velopment Block Grants and ex- 
plained that one of four applications 
are funded. 

The council listened to the pres- 
entation, but made no commitmnent 
to the firm. 

Mayor Jim Driskell recommend- 
ed that the council remain with the 
city's present court system and not 
change to a system in which Dis- 
trict court would handle all arrests 
made within the city. 

Driskell stated that he and three 
councilmen had recently met with 
District Judge Tom Head to discuss 
the benefits of changing the system 
away from a city judge and follow- 
ing the discussion all present be- 
lieved it. would be more economical 
to continue with the system now in 
use. 

Councilman Britt Lee remarked 
that the council had already voted to 
go to the District court system and 
stated "I feel we need to get the 
court out of the city system so the 
city won't have any control over it. 
I think we should give the new sys- 
tem a chance and shouldn't knock it 
before we try it.” 

Driskell again requested the 
council leave the system as is, with 
a city judge, and said "If we will do 
our own work and do it right we 
will all be better off.” 

Councilman Cole stated "I agree 
that if we do it right we will all be 
better off. The key to anything is to 
work together and it is time to run 
the city from this council table and 
not in the streets or on the tele- 
phone. I've been saying all along 
that we all need to work together 
and this is just an example of what 
I've been saying.” 

The council voted 4-1 (Lee voted 
no and Cole. abstained) to remain 
with the city court system. 

City Clerk Cathy Tucker passed 
a schedule of fines for review and 
told the council that the fines had 
not been changed since 1986. 


She also reported that the sched- 
ule sets a maximum fine for offens-" 
es and that as long as the city re- 
mained under the maximum, any 
fine used was acceptable, 

Councilman Lee declared "It 
doesn't make any difference what 
you charge if you don't collect,” a 
statement that the city clerk took 
exception to and in response told 
Mr. Lee that she didn't know where 
he was getting his information and 
asked Lee to meet with her to dis- 
cuss the collections. 

The council listened, but took 
no action, apparently approving the 
fines by not voicing any objec- 
ions. 

Councilman Ralph Medley re- 
ported that many streets in New 
Brockton had major erosion prob- 
lems and, stated that "If we get a 
couple of heavy rains close together 
we could be in trouble.” 

Councilman Charles Cole re- 
ported that he planned to begin a t- 
ball, baseball and softball league in 
the city beginning in May for the 
youth and requested that a $10 reg- 
istration fee be implemented to help 
cover the cost of insurance. 

The council agreed with the reg- 
istration fee and pledged to work 
with Cole to get the fields ready and 
work on the general clean up of the 
park arca., 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the council: 

***heard Councilman Lee ques- 
tion recent trips taken by police 
that were not logged; 

***agreed to write a letter to the 
Postal Service expressing concern 
about inadequate lighting outside 
the city’s post office; 

***and, approved bills for pay- 
ment.

Sunday fishing trip turns into near disaster for woman 


Lou Emma Creech, age 44, suf- 
fered mulitple injuries Sunday after- 
noon when she fell through a walk- 
way at the powerhouse of the Elba 
hydroelectric facility on Pea River. 

Mrs. Creech was fishing in the 
dam area with her husband Roy 
Creech, son Mark Stokes and grand- 
son Ashley when two boards broke 
and sent her crashing 20 feet into 
the water below. The water was 
filled with boards and logs which 
caused her injuries when she struck 
the water. 

Mr. Creech stated at the scene 
that he and the grandson were just a 
few feet behind his wife when she 
fell. "I wish we had never talked 
about coming here to fish", Creech 
said as rescuers worked to lift his 
wife from the water. 

He explained that as soon as she 
fell they yelled for help and his 
stepson managed somehow to get 
down the bank to hold his mother's 
head above the water until help ar- 
rived, 


Several other people were in the 
area and two of them rushed to the 
P. H. Sellars home to call for help. 


"I wish we had never 
talked about coming here 
to fish", said Roy Creech

The Elba Rescue Squad, Elba 
police and at least one unit of the 
Coffee County Sheriffs Department 
responded to the call. Two police- 
men and se, } members of the 
rescue squad ved into the water 
to assist Mi reech and her son 
while specialized equipment was be- 
ing readied to remove her from the 
confines of the “water box” she had 
fallen into. 

Rescue workers lifted her into a 
special hoig basket, and worked it 
out through a small opening in the 


wall. With the help of a group of 
bystanders pulling on a rope, the 
woman was removed from the water 
and up the steep bank. 

She was transported to an Enter- 
prise hospital by the Elba Rescue 
Squad and later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital. Mrs. Creech suffered 
a crushed left elbow, broken ribs 
and facial lacerations. 

Elba Mayor Fred Moore was on 
the scene and expressed concern for 
the safety of pecple who are using 
the recreational benefits of the dam 
area. 

His anxiety over the potential 
problems caused Moore to take ac- 
tions to prevent people from being 
able to get into these dangerous are- 
as. Mayor Moore also contacted the 
firm attempting to lease the facility 
and they are installing gates to keep 
people away from the dam and pow- 
erhouse.

We have only bits and pieces of information at this writing but there was a 
fire on an oil rig in the Gulf of Mexico this weekend. The terrible thing is 
that there are some men missing and apparenuy an Elba man is among the 
missing. He knew his work was dangerous but that does not case the pain 
of his friends and family as they listen to every bit of news on the search 
for survivors. Our heart goes out to the family of James Gibbs in their 
time of worry. 


The Florida lottery winner is getting closer and closer. Last weekend's $22 
million ticket was bought in Monticello, which is kinda north of Talla- 
hassee, by a man from Albany, Georgia. That is, I helieve, the nearest the 
winner has been to the Panhandle. It is in fact the first big win by a non- 
Florida resident. Also the weekly winnings continue to go up, up and up. 
Part of that is the rising interest rates that help the winner over the next 20 
years, but also involved is the growing interest from folks who spend the 
dollars on the tickets. 


The national panic over the upturn in killings of humans has got folks try- 
ing to figure out ways to put a halt to these things. The idea of banning 
the sale of assault weapons is the most fashionable action favored at 
present time. We don't oppose this action ‘cause we don't personally know 
why anyone but a collector would own one anyway. However it is not the 
magic cure being sought and would be comical if it wasn't so serious.

We always hear complaints of the bad things teenagers are doing. This 
writer is just as guilty of saying these things as any other adult in the 
world.

Several weeks ago we wrote of the pains suffered by a grandfather who was 
upset over the wait for an ambulance to come from Dothan to transport a 
grandson from the local hospital to a Dothan specialist. We thought we 
were just expressing the natural concerns of anyone in a like situation, 
However, we apparently didn't make our thoughts clear. First an upset 
nurse called thinking we were critical of her work; then we had the letter to 
the editor from the head of the Rescue Squad. We need to assure all our 
readers that our concern is not over the actions of either of these groups 
but with the absence of some facility or group to fill the void that forces a 
wait of an hour or more for medical transport when highly skilled medical 
personnel must accompany the injured. Goodness, we ain't criticizing what 
we have we just see a need for others to complement the services we now 
have available.

A ground-breaking ceremony 
was held Sunday, March 12, 1989, 
for a new Victoria Baptist Church 
building.

Many (of those gathered) had 
worked diligently in the preparation 
of the building site which included 
the painstaking task of tearing 
down the old Victoria schoolhouse, 
which stood on the site of the new 
church, as weil as in clearing away 
thick brush, trees, and razing the 
land, 

"Countless hours had been 
spent weighing the pros and cons of 
various building plans. ... 

"There are few residents of this 
community whose lives have not 
been touched by its church in one 
way or the other over the years. The 
building has served as an instru- 


ment for God's ministry in the areas 
of preaching, teaching, and singing. 


"Perhaps shared memories also 
united the congregation in the desire 
to build this new building. Memo- 
ries of childhood days in Vacation 
Bible School, or singing school, or 
revival services, or just memories 
of someone who cared and shared 
their special friend Jesus. 

"Memories made here include 
playing softball or volleyball with 
‘the gang,’ sharing jokes, secrets, 
hopes, and aspirations, but mostly, 
memories of sharing love. . . the 
ceremonies of matrimony, the dedi- 
cation of children, and sadly, the 
ceremonies of physical goodbyes. 

"These have been the services of 
Victoria Baptist Church, in feast or 
famine, good times or bad. The ac- 
tivities and motivations for this 
group on the sunny hillside have 
been as simple and succinct as Je- 
sus’ words in John 13:34-35.... 
and... the church will continue to 
foster memories of love for many 
generations to come.”

Are all preachers pastors? 
What does the word pastor 
mean, and who is a pastor? 


Bob Prichard 


The word, "pastor," is often misused in our religious world. Pastor is of 
Latin origin, translated from the original Greek word poimen, Shepherd, 
originally from Anglo-Saxon is also a translation of the Greek word poi- 
men. The root meaning of the word is “one who tends, or feeds the flock. 
Although many preachers today call themselves pastors, they often do not 
meet the Bible's qualifications for serving as pastors. The word pastor is one 
of several words used to designate those who God has charged to oversee the 
church. Other terms used to describe pastors include elders, or presbyters, 
from the Greek word presbuteros; and bishops, or overseers, from the Greek 
word episcopos, All three Greek wards describe the same church leaders, 
showing different aspects of their work. 

Acts 20:17-28 shows that all of these terms apply to the same group of 
men. In verse 17, Paul called the “elders of the church" from Miletus. In 
verse 28, Paul charged these elders to “take heed unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy Spirit hath made you bishops. Notice 
that Paul addressed the elders from Miletus, and said that the Holy Spirit had 
made them "bishops." Paul also told these ciders, or bishops, that they were 
“to feed the church of God." The word “feed’ is the verb form of the Greek 
word poimen, from which pastor is derived, Thus all three Greek terms are 
used in one passage to describe one particular group of men, 1 Peter 5:1-2 
also uses all three Greek words to describe the same group of men, the eld- 
ers, bishops, or pastors. The meaning of the words may be scen as follows: 
The elders, older men, qualified for the office, serve as bishops to oversee the 
church, as they serve as pastors or shepherds over the spiritual flock of God. 

The New Testament does not refer to preachers, or evangelists as pastors. 
The one place that the English New Testament refers to pastors, is Ephe- 
sians 4:11, "and he gave some to be apostles; and some prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some pastors and teachers." Here a distinction is drawn be- 
tween the evangelists and the pastors. An evangelist is a preacher, and a pas- 
tor is an elder. Pastors must meet the ualifications of 1 Timothy 3, and 
Titus 1, such as “the husband of one wite, vigilant, sober, etc.” In the New 
Testament, all preachers were evangelists, and all pastors were elders. A 
preacher could serve as a pastor only when he met the New Testament quali- 
fications. Timothy served the church at Ephesus as its evangelist, working 
with its elders, or pastors. He was not qualified to be a pastor, due to his

Have A Safe & Tasty Easter Meal -

Springtime is finally approach- 
ing and Easter is almost here. You 
may be planning a big family get- 
together and meal for the holiday. 
But one group of guests you want 
to avoid is food-borne bacteria. 

One of the most common causes 
of food-borne illnesses is poor per- 
sonal hygiene. The cook should by 
no means be ill or have any type of 
infection when preparing the food. 
If the regular cook is sick, let 
someone else do the kitchen work. 
No matter who cooks, he should 
begin by thoroughly washing his 
hands and preferably, donning a 
clean apron. Although this may 
seem bothersome, it only requires a 
small amount of time and may pre- 
vent much discomfort. 

In addition to the good personal 
hygiene, proper sanitation of the 
working area and utensils is neces- 
sary. Be sure that all the kitchen is 
clean before starting to cook. If a 
raw piece of meat or poultry is cut 
up on a cutting board, take time to 
wash both the knife and board be- 
fore cutting up foods that will not 
be cooked. 

Also, never allow cooked foods 
to come into contact with raw 


foods, as this may spread bacteria. 
This process is called cross contam- 
ination. To prevent cross contami- 
nation, place cooked foods in anoth- 
er part of the kitchen away from 
where foods are being prepared. 

Once you have a clean place to 
prepare the food, start with fresh, 
high quality food products. Be leery 
of dented, rusty or bulging canned 
goods which may have been ex- 
posed to bacteria. And make sure 
that meat and other perishable prod- 
ucts have been properly stored be- 
fore preparation.

Most expo- 
sures occurred in the home setting, 
often in a few seconds while some- 
one's back was turned. 

National Poison Prevention 
Week presents an opportunity for 
adults to minimize poison hazards 
for little ones in several ways: 

1, Keep houshold products and 
medicines out of reach of children - 
and locked up when not in use. 

2. When using household prod- 
ucts or medicines, never let them 
out of sight. When called away, 
take them along or store safely. 

3. Store medicines separately 
from household products. 

4. Keep items in their original 
containers, 

5. Leave original labels on all 
products, and read the label before 
using. 

6. Always turn the light on at 
night when giving or taking medi- 
cine. 

7. Avoid taking medicines in 
front of children since youngsters 
tend to imitate grownups. 

8. Refer to medicine as "medi- 
cine" - not "candy." 

9. Clean out the medicine cabi- 
net periodically, and safely dispose 
of unneeded medicines. 

10. Use child-resistant closures 
on medicines and other products.

providing for the deposit of fees and 
commissions in the general fund of the 
county; and defining terms. 

Be it enacted by the legisla- 
ture of Alabama: 

Section 1. In Coffee County the 
Judge of Probate shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection 
of taxes on motor vehicles in Coffee 
County, which the Revenue Commis- 
sioner is required under the general law 
to perform. The Revenue Commissioner 
shall be relieved of all duties and respon- 
sibility relative to the assessment and 
collection of taxes on such motor vehi- 
cles, and the Judge of Probate in all 
such counties shall have all duties and 
responsibilities relative to the assess- 
ment of collection of taxes and issuance 
of motor vehicle licenses. For the pur- 
poses of this act the term motor vehicle 
shall mean the same as defined in Code 
of Alabama 1975, Title 40, Chapter 12, 
Article 5 as amended, 

Section 2. Before entering upon the 
additional duties imposed by this act, 
the Judge of Probate shall execute an ad- 
ditional bond in suchpenal sum as may 
be prescribed by the governing body of 
the county, giving as surety thereon a 
bonding company authorized to do busi- 
ness in this state. The bond shall be 
conditioned as other official bonds, shall 
be approved by the governing body of 
the county, and shall be filed and record- 
ed in the office of the clerk of the circuit 
court of the cousty. A certified copy of 
such bond shall be furnished by the Pro- 
bate Judge to the State Comptroller. 
Premiums on such bond of the Probate 
Judge shall be paid from the general 
fund of the county. 

Section 3. The county governing 
body shall furnish suitable quarters or 
such additional space if any be necessary 
for the efficient performance of the addi- 
tional duties of the Probate Judge, and 
shall provide for the transfer of all ne- 
cessary forms, books, records, station- 
ery, supplies, and equipment from the 
office of the Revenue Commissioner to 
the office of the Judge of Probate as 
shall be pertinent to the transferrence of 
the duties and shall thereafter provide the 
same, except such stationery, forms and 
supplies as are furnished pursuant to law 
by the State Department of Finance or 
the State Comptroller and the State De- 
partment of Revenue. The county gov- 
eming body shall also provide such 
clerks, deputies and other assistants for 
. the Judge of Probate as are necessary for 
the proper and efficient performance of 
the duties of his office. The Judge of 
Probate shall have authority to select, 
employ and discharge at will such 
clerks, deputies and other asssistants and 
to fix their compensation; but the num- 


ber and compensation of such deputies 
and other assistants shall be subject to 
the approval of the county governing 
body. Such compensation shall be paid 
out of the general fund of the county in 
the same manner as other county em- 
ployees are paid, 

Section 4. The Judge of Probate 
shall charge and collect the same fee that 
is prescribed in the general law for a like 
service when performed by the Tax As- 
sessor, Tax Collector, Revenue Com- 
missioner, or License Commissioner as 
the case may be. All such fees shall be 
the property of Coffee County and shall 
be paid into the general fund of the 
county. 

Section 5. To prevent motor vehicles 
from escaping taxation, and to provide 
for the more efficient assessment and 
collection of taxes due on same, no li- 


- cense shall be issued to operate a motor 


vehicle on the public highways of this 
State, nor shall any transfer be made by 
the Judge of Probate as provided under 
this act until the ad valorem tax on such 
vehicle shall have been paid in the coun- 
ty for the precerne year as evidenced by 
receipt of the Judge of Probate, if the 
motor vehicle belongs to a resident of 
Coffee County or is principally used or 
operated in Coffee County. 

Section 6. A. Every person, firm or 
corporation residing in or owning a mo- 
tor vehicle which is principally used in 
Coffee County who desires to operate a_ 
motor vehicle on the public highways 
of Alabama shall first return such motor 
vehicle for ad valorem taxation to the 
Judge of Probate; and the Judge of Pro- 
bate shall issue a certificate of assess- 
ment on a form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue, shall collect 
the tax as shown thereon, and shall 
make a duplicate of the tax receipt and 
keep same on file in his office. The li- 
cense tag shall be evidence of the pay- 
ment of the license and ad valorem tax 
due as provided under this act. 

B. Valuation for ad valorem as- 
sessment of motor vehicle shall be at 
the same rate and on the same basis as 
is provided in Code of Alabama 1975, 
Title 40, Chapter 12, Article 5, as here- 
tofore or hereafter amended, and all pro- 
visions of law with respect to the as- 
sessment on a quarterly basis are hereby 
incorporated in this act and made a part 
hereof. 

C. The Judge of Probate of Cof- 
fee County to which this act applies in 
addition to assessing and collecting the 
ad valorem taxes due the state and coun- 


ty on motor vehicles, shall collect the 
ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles due 
all cities in Coffee County and he shall 
report and pay over the money collected 
for said cities at the same time and in 
the same manner as state and county 
taxes and licenses ar€ reported and paid 
over by him. The Judge of Probate shall 
receive a commission of five percent of 
the amount of city taxes collected for as- 
sessing and collecting such taxes and he 
shall deduce said commission from the 
amount collected before paying the city 
treasury. The Judge of Probate shall not 
issue a license to operate a motor vchi- 
cle on the highways of this state until 
all ad valorem taxes due the said state, 
_counties and cities are paid for the pre- 


ceding tax year as shown by his tax re- 
ciept. 

Section 7. The said Comptroller, the 
State Department of Revenue and the 
State Department of Finance are hereby 
required to furnish to the Coffee County 
Judge of Probate all books, records and 
blanks now or hereafter required by law 
to be furnished to Probate Judges, Tax 
Assessors, Tax Collectors, Revenue 
Commissioners, or License Commis- 
sioners in connection with the perfor- 
mance of their duties in the issuance of 
automobile license plates, and the as- 
sessment and collection of the ad valo- 
rem tax on motor vehicles. 

Section 8. The Judge of Probate 
shall receive for the assessing and col- 
lecting of state and county ad valorem 
taxes on motor vehicles the same fees 
charged ang commisions fixed by law to 
be paid to Tax Assessors, Tax Collec- 


‘tors, Revenue Commissioners, or Li- 


cense Commmissioners, for like servic- 
es, All such fees and commissions, 
including those charged for ad valorem 
taxes on motor vehicles due all cities in 
Coffee County shall be piad into the 
gencral fund of the county. 

Section 9, The provisions of this act 
are severable.

Too Many Turtles 
In Your Pond? A 
Possible Solution!

Some farm ponds have such a 
large turtle population that it is al- 
most impossible to fish successful- 
ly. Sliders or basking type turtles 
cause most of the problems because 
they attack angler's floats, remove 
baits from hooks and sometimes cat 
fish from stringers. They rarely 
catch and eat live fish, however. 

When turtles become so abun- 
dant that they are nuisances, their 
numbers can be reduced. Experience 
has shown trapping to be the most 
effective and practical method to re- 
move them from the ponds. 

Since sliders like to bask in the 
sun in groups on snags or stumps 
over the water, tiltboard traps are 
ideal for catching them. A tiltboard 
trap consists of a 4-foot x 4-foot 
box of galvanized hardware cloth, a 
tiltboard and a walkup board on two 
sides. The trap will last much long- 
er if it is painted with asphalt mate- 
rial. Even better, solid plastic mesh 
or plastic coated wire is available 
that will last for many years. 

The tilthoard is separated in the 
middle and installed in the center of 
the trap with a rod through either 
end so that it tilts toward the water 
when the turtle climbs onto it. A 
counter weight on the outer end re- 
turns the board to the horizontal po- 
sition after the turtle falls into the 
trap. 

Place the trap in water about 3 
fect deep and install a walkup board 
on two sides. The walkup boards 
should have at least a 45 degree an- 
gle to the trap or the turtles will 
stop and sun themselves there rather 
than on the tiltboard.

Citizens meet with mayor and council 
at New Brockton town meeting Monday 


Those who expected Monday 
night's "Town Meeting” in New 
Brockton to be little more than a 
shouting match between disgruntled 
citizens and city officials left disap- 
pointed! 

A large gathering was on hand 
Monday night, March 27, at the 
Senior Citizen's building in New 
Brockton for the city's long awaited 
town meeting and the mecting 
turned out to be productive as a 
number of citizens aired various 
concerns and questioned the city of- 
ficials on a large variety of issues. 


Each member of the city council 
and Mayor Jim Driskell opened the 
meeting by making statements con- 
cerning departments in the city and 
then moderator Kenneth Fuller, 
who is also the city attorney, 
opened the meeting those in the au- 
diene. 

Questions asked concerned the 
water situation in the city, the 
city's financial status and the lack 
of a dispatcher at the police station; 
however, the question that seemed 
to spark the most interest dealt with 
the "crisis over street lights.” 


Commission may take legal action 
to have rural county road repaired 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 27 at the courthouse in Elba 
and instructed county attorney War- 
ren Rowe to take whatever legal 
steps were necessary to recover 
damages from an area construction 
firm that allegedly damaged a coun- 
ty road while hauling materials. 
~ Rowe informed the commission 
that a road near the airport in Enter- 
prise had been severely damaged by 
trucks owned by the S.A. Graham 
Company and that according to 
county engineer Mark Pool the 
damages totalled over $45,000. 

Pool stated that the county high- 
way department had already spent in 
excess of $32,000 in repairing the 
‘road and that upon completion, the 
total bill to the county would be 
over $45,000. 

Rowe reported he had discussed 
the damages with an attorney for 
the insurance company representing 
S.A. Graham and had been told the 
insurance company would pay the 
county $3,500. 

The commission discussed pos- 
sible legal action in the matter and 
instructed Rowe to attempt to settle 
the matter out of court; however, 
the commission made it clear that if 
no satisfaction could be realized, it 
would pursue the matter in the 
courts. 

The continuing saga of addition- 

‘al help for the Registrars’ office was 

again discussed at Monday's mcet- 
ing and after a brief discussion the 
commission voted 6-1 (Eagerton 
voting in opposition) to keep the 
temporary employee being used to 
operate a computer in the office for 
an additional six months. 

County attorney Warren Rowe 
explained that Coffee County could 
not be excused from a federal law- 
suit until certain facts concerning 
the voting records in all the districts 
in the county could be compiled, 
and added that the facts needed to be 
determined as fast as possible. 

Rowe felt the work needed could 
be completed quicker with the aid of 
the part time employee in the Reg- 
istrars' office. 

Comm. Sid Averett asked the 
commissioners to meet with offi- 
cials in Elba and Enterprise about 
the possibility of establishing adult 
day care centers in the cities. 

Averett stated ae had a commit- 
ment from the state to pay the cost 
of employees if the cities would 
provide housing. 

Anyone who might use the facil- 
ity is encouraged to contact Comm. 
Averett or the Coffee County Com- 
missioner's office. Potential day 
care customers are needed to help 
provide the state with a proof of 
need. 


County engineer Mark Pool re- 
ceived approval from the commis- 
sion to proceed with the paperwork 
for six federal projects being 
planned for the county. 

The projects include three bridg- 
es slated for replacement on county 
roads 80, 38 and 37, as well as re- 
Frisia work on roads 25, 43 and 


The bridge work would take 
place in 1991, while the resurfacing 
could begin as early as the winter of 
1989. 

Pool also presented the commis- 
sioners with a chart that revealed 
that annual fuel consumption in the 
county highway department had 
dropped by over 50,000 gallons in 
the past three years. 

Pool reported the savings were 
the results of programs started by 
the commission. 


In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved the minutes of the 
past meeting; 

***awarded contracts for unlead- 
ed fuel and off-road diesel fuel to 
Heath Oil Company; 

***anproved the dates of May 3- 
6 as the official dates for the 1989 
Shriner's Chicken Festival; 

***anproved a request to allow 
the Deep South Racking Horse As- 
sociation to use a covered arena at 
the Farm Center complex, in New 
Brockton, to hold the association's 
show in June; 

***heard Comm. Jim Dubose 
continue his fight to adopt a policy 
that would prevent overweight 
trucks from operating on county 
roads; 

***upon questioning by Comm. 
Robert Stephens, learned that the 
Probate Judge's office was responsi- 
ble for keeping the voters list in the 
county; 

***approved a request to ask the 
state to install a flashing light at a 
dangerous intersection in the Ino 
Community; 

***honored Thomas Garrison as 
the highway department's "Employ- 
ee of the Month;" 

*** amended the budget to cover 
the workman's compensation ex- 
pense in the highway department, 

***agreed to change the wording 
in the county policy to allow all 
employces until Feb.1 of each year 
to get vacation time down to 240 
hours; 

***anpointed John Watson to 
the Bethany Water Authority; 

***donated $100 to the South 
Alabama State Fair to aid with priz- 
es (last year county residents won 
$600 in prize money); 

***approved attendance for all 
commissioners at this week's Com- 
missioner's College, at Auburn; 

***was told that the owners of a 
small strip of land near the jail had 
agreed to sell the land to the coun- 
ty; 

***heard Comm. Dubose con- 
tinue his attempt to have the com- 
missioners meet during the week 
between regularly scheduled meet- 
ings; 

***made private donations to- 
ward the purchase of a painting 
from the Coffee County Arts Alli- 


*¥and, heard Comm. Stephens 
request that a bridge on County 
Road 38 be reopened to traffic. 


Bernie Mack Bowden expressed 
concern about dark areas across the 
‘town that were created because of a 
cutback in the number of lights be- 
ing used due to the city's financial 
problems. 

Bowden stated that he had under- 
stood that lights would be left only 
at intersection, but reported that 
several lights served no purpose ex- 
cept to light private drives. 

Councilman Ralph Medley, the 
supervisor of the Street Depart- 
ment, answered that the city had re- 
moved "every other light" where 
possible and lights were on at inter- 
sections. 

One resident questioned whether 
or not the city could purchase less 
expensive lights and use the sav- 
ings to light additional areas, but 
was told a recent check with Alaba- 
ma Power Company revealed no 
such lights were available that 
would give off as much lights as 
those now used. 

Nancy Carnley asked why the 
"poorer sections" of town were 
without lights and was told by 
Medley that the city had to cut back 
expenses and certain areas were 
without lights, but added that many 
of the sections in questions have al- 
ways been without lights. 

A question asked by former Po- 
lice Chief Gordon Lueck about 
missing funds in the Senior Citi- 
zen's fund seemed to take the crowd 
by surprise and while the question

was answered, it left many wonder- 
ing just what had happened. 

City Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
explained that the matter of missing 
funds had been turned over to him 
and he had recovered the funds and 
had received a cashier's check to 
cover the shortage. 

It was never stated why the 
shortage was not made public or 
why the person involved wasn't 
prosecuted. An answer many 
seemed interested in! 

A question concerning the city's 


Housing Authority received a quick 
answer, but also caused a minor stir 
when it was revealed that a husband 
and wife both served on the five- 
member authority. 

Alma Hornsby questioned why a 
town with as many people.as New 
Brockton had to get a husband and 
wife to serve on a board and asked 
about how members were chosen. 

It was explained that the mayor 
made the appointments to the 
Housing Authority, the legality of 


which is questionable, and Driskell 
stated "It is nothing new, in years 
past brothers have served on the 
board." 

Council members closed the 
mecting by seeking the support of 
all present and all those in the town 
and Councilman Bud Goodson said 
"The time has come to bury the 
hatchet, work together and cooper- 
ate to make New Brockton a place 
everyone can be proud of.” 


Lawsuit filed against Dorsey Trailers and local union 


A lawsuit has been filed in 
Montgomery federal court against 
Dorsey Trailers, the’ International 
Association of Machinists and Acro 
Spaceworkers and union President 
\Kelley. 

Filing the lawsuit was 42 former 
employees of Dorsey who were not 
among the workers rehired in March 
1987 when the trailer manufactur- 
ing firm was purchased as a spin-off 
from the parent company. 

According to the suit, the work- 
ers were wrongly dismissed when 


the changeover took place. The firm 
completely shut down for two days 
and the suit claims the dismissals 
were in violation of the contract 
that was in effect until January 31, 
1988. 

Dorsey deliberately did not rehire 
the fired workers in spite of their 
seniority and other contractual 
rights, according to a claim in the 
suit. 

The suit claims the workers ap- 
pealed their problem to the local 
union office and also to the nation- 


Stubbs found guilty of murder 


A jury needed only fifteen- 
minutes last week to return a guilty 
verdict against a 20-year-old Geor- 
gia man charged with capital murder 
in connection with the 1985 abduc- 
tion and murder of a rural Coffee 
County resident. 

Timothy David Stubbs was con- 
victed after being charged with the 
murder of 55-year-old James Edward 
Nelson, a resident of the Antioch 
Community. 

Easton Darris Mullis, convicted 
of hiring Stubbs and Richard Ste- 
ven Adams to kill Nelson, is serv- 
ing life without parole for his in- 
volvement in the slaying, while 
Adams, is also serving ume in pris- 
on after pleading guilty to a lesser 
charge of murder. 

The trial, which began and ended 
on Monday, March 20, at the Cof- 
fee County courthouse in Elba, al- 
most ended before it began when 
Stubbs informed the court that he 


wished to plead guilty to the capital 
murder charge. However, Bruce De- 
Vane, chief investigator for the 
Coffee County District Attorney's 
office, stated state law required the 
hearing before jurors and the case 
went along as planned. 

Mr. DeVane played a taped inter- 
view with Stubbs during the brief 
trial on Monday, and on the tape, 
Stubbs described how he and his 
teenage uncle, Richard Steven Ad- 
ams, abducted, robbed and killed 
Mr. Nelson for $10,000. 

Stubbs stated that he and Adams 
took Nelson from the house in 
which Nelson was living, drove 
him to the Conecuh River bridge 
and told him to get out of the car 
and walk. Nelson was walking 
when Stubbs confessed that he shot 
him in the side of the head. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts has set 
a sentencing date of April 12. 


Lawsuit filed concerning inmate infected with AIDS 


United States District Judge 
Robert Varner announced last week 
that he had consolidated two class 
action suits involving AIDS-related 
cases, including one case originat- 
ing in Coffee County. 

The class action suit filed two 
wecks ago by an inmate at the Cof- 
fee County jail came after the in- 
mate claimed an HIV carrier was 
placed in a cell with the general 
population of the facility. 

Human Immunodeficiency Virus 
(HIV) is an invasion of the immune 
system which leads to the disease 
known as Acquired Immunodefi- 
ciency Syndrome (AIDS). 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, an arrest made 
recently for burglary resulted in the 
accused being housed in the county 
jail. 

"When we filled out the medical 
questionnaire he certainly didn't 


make any notice to us about 
AIDS," stated Sheriff Paul, "and no 
one at the jail knew the inmate was 
a Carrier.” 

Sheriff Paul reported he was 
tipped off that the prisoner was an 
HIV carrier by a counselor in Ohio. 

"The prisoner listed the drugs he 
was taking and we knew they were 
drugs usually prescribed by mental 
health facilities,” said Paul. "I 
called the prisoner's counselor and 
he told me the prisoner had tested 
HIV positive.” 

Paul added that once it was 
learned the inmate was an HIV car- 


rier, he was removed from the cell. 

The inmate filing the suit 
charged Sheriff Paul and Morris 
Thigpen, the state prison commis- 
sioner, with violating inmates’ 
rights. 

Although the two lawsuits are 
different on how inmates’ rights are 
being violated, one dealing with in- 
mates being housed with HIV car- 
riers and the other dealing with the 
right to segregate inmates with 
AIDS, both will answer the same 
question - Whose rights take prece- 
dence?

The Elba City Council heard 
Mayor Fred Moore announce Mon- 
day night the news of a new retail 
business coming to Elba. Moore 
said a variety store BargainTime 
would open on July 28 in part of 
the building vacated by TG&Y. 

Moore explained that the build- 
ing has been divided into three sec- 
tions and this firm would occupy 
one and expected to have the other 
two leased in the near future. 

Moore also reported on the suc- 
cessful demonstration of the sewer 
washing machine last week. He said 
bids have been requested from three 
firms and the council could decide if 
they wanted to buy at the time of 
the bid opening. 

The expected cost of $13,500 
could be recovered within two 
years, according to Moore, by the 
reduced purchases of sewer solvent. 

Repairs have been completed on 
the Mulberry pool at a cost ol 
$1600. The bathhouses are now be- 
ing repaired at this pool, the mayor 
told the council. 

The council is looking into a fa 
cility for an adult day care cente 
installing some No Littering signs, 
and the mosquito problem in town. 
Also being considered is installa- 
tion of warning stations to alert cil- 
izens of bad weather conditions. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told council members his depart- 
ment had a relatively quite two- 
week period.

James Gibbs killed 
in offshore accident 


James Robert "Goober" Gibbs, 
age 26, died in an accident aboard an 
oil pumping platform in the Gulf 
of Mexico on Sunday night, March 
19. 

Initial reports to his wife, Shan- 
non, of Elba that he jumped from 
the platform were apparently 
wrong, as his body was found on 
the platform after an oil fire was 
controlled. 

Public reports reaching the fami- 
ly are that the platform, owned by 
Atlantic Richfield Oil Co. was shut 
down for maintenance and some- 
thing ignited a massive explosion, 
resulting in the fire that claimed the 
life of Gibbs and several of his co- 
workers. 

He had been an employee of At- 
lantic Richfield as an operator for 
seven years. Prior to that he worked 
as a roustabout for two years. 

The Elba native would have been 
27 on April 27. Survivors include 
his wife Shannon and a 2-year-old 
son Ryan. (see Obituaries for other
